Rumored That Emperor Is Not 
Strong Enough to Make 
‘the Journey to 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

VIENNA, Nov: 28, 3 4. m.—The Wiener 
Allgemeine Zeitung prints the following dis- 
patch from Berlin in reference to Emperor 
William, which attracts general attention, 
especially as the Zeitung often receives semi- 
official information: 4 

“Though there can be no doubt that the 
operation recently undergone by the em- 
peror concerned a benignant formation it 
must be recognized that the process of heal- 
ing has not taken the favorable course orig- 
inally hoped for. 

“In court circles there is a certain un- 
easiness which during the last few days has 
found expression in the talk of the possibil- 
‘ity and even the probability of a new oper- 
ation. 

“It is by no means certain that in the 
near future the emperor will undertake his 
proposed journey to the south since it is 
‘doubtful whether his physicians will assume 
the responsibility of exposing the monarch 
in his’ present condition to the fatigue of a 
long journey. — 

* “There is absolutely no question of dan- 
ger, but from the whole course of the process 
of healing hitherto it seems as though there 
has arisen unexpected complications which 
rarely follow simple operations for singer's 
po.ypus,”’ 

_ It is impossible to verify the rumor of a 
possible second operation. 


Uneasiness at Berlin. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Nov. 27.—It is regarded as sig- 
nificant that there is more reticence in court 
circles over the progress of the kaiser's re- 
covery from the operation on his throat, 
performed by Prof. Moritz Schmidt on Nov. 7. 

This reticence is causing no little uneasi- 
ness. The people cannot forget that the 
first operation on the kaiser’s father, Em- 
peror Frederick, was at first declared to be 
unimportant. They recall the fact, too, that 
the first bulletins which minimized the seri- 
ousness of Emperor Frederick's iliness were 
followed only a few later to the announce- 
ment that he was afflicted with cancer, and 
that his decline and death followed. 


Rapetition 

It is also recalled that a few weeks 
after the first operation on Emperor Freder- 
ick’s throat it was announced that his phy- 
siclans had recommended a chinge in climate 
and that he was taken to the south on that 
sad journey whence he never returned. 

The parallel in the case of father and son 
is watched with keenest anxiety. As in his 
father’s case, Emperor William’s malady 
was at first declared to be harmless. Then 
came the announcement that he would go 
south for the benefit of a warmer climate. 

Now comes the disquieting information 
that a new operation may be necessary, and 
that the proposed journey to the south may 
be abandoned. | 

Changed Bulletin to Avoid Alarm. 

The first operation on the Kaiser's throat 
was performed on Nov. 7. It has been re- 
called that the first bulletin issued to the 
family used the same ominous words con- 
tained in the first bulletin in the case of 
E:mperor Frederick. To avoid needless alarm 
the wording of the bulletin was changeé.

Find the Hut Empty.

Ind. Here it was learned that two men had 
tmhade recent purchases of food and among 
the things that had been bought were the 
links of sausage.

A farmer, John 
Haynes, near Edgemore, was awakened and 
agreed that the detectives might remain in 
his house for a few hours while they were 
waiting for daylight. The wagons were 
dismissed and the police went into the kitch- 
en of the farmhouse to wait for morning as 
the clock was striking 2. All were numb 
with the cold. There were no beds to be had, 
and the men slept in chairs and on the floor 
until 5 o'clock. 

Mrs. Haynes had hot coffee for them as 
they were ready to leave the house. They 
started again for the hut they had visited in 
the darkness the night before, about’ three 
miles away. 

It was just at the break of day when they 
reached the dugout. The first ight showed 
the scene of wildness and desolation that had 
been only outlined in the dim light of the 
night before.

Qualey and Baumer carried Driscoll to a 
tool bax filled with screws and bolts that 
stood near the railroad track, and laid him 
behind the box, where he would be safe from 
the pistol fire. Others in the party also had 
dropped back. 
The three bandits made their way around 
the hills and through the ravine and came 
on the tracks 100 yards west of where Dris- 
coll jay moaning with pain. The detectives 
who were with him dropped behind the box 
and exchanged shots, firing over Driscoll. 
After a short run through the brush th 
fugitives again crossed the track and disap- 
peared, running sOuth towards the Lake 
Shore railroad, a mile away. ne 


| Wires for Reinforcements. ° 


Before the fight, but after the three men 
had been discovered in the dugout, Sheehan 
had made -his way on a handcar. which he 
secured at Calumet Heights. to Miller's sta- 
tion, four,miles away from the scene. There 
he telegraphed Chief O’ Neill that the men 
had been located and that reinforcements 
with rifles were needed. At that time it was 
not expected that the three would leave the 
cellar without being driven out. 

When the men had disappeared and the first 
fight, which lasted three-quarters of an 
hour, was over, the chase was temporarily 
stopped. Driscoll apparently was dying. 
Zimmer was covered with blood and thought 
to be dangerously shot... 

Three of the men carried Driscoll back 
down the track towards Calumet Heights, a 
mile and a half. Sheehan hastened on ahead 
of the others, who were assisting Zimmer, 
and from Miller's Station again telegraphed 
Chief O’ Neill. 

“ Send on a priest and doctors in haste,"’ 
said the telegram. “‘ Two of our men shot, 
one seriously. Send men hrifies.” 

Two passenger trains bound towards the 
city paid no aitention to the appeals of the 
detectives who were assisting the wounded 
men. Finally a passenger train, east bound, 
came to a standstill at their signal and Dris- 
coll and Zimmer were taken on board. They 
were taken to Miller’s Station and a few 
minutes afterwards were put on a Lake 
Shore train bound for Chicago.

The trouble started ten weeks ago, when the

tem of telephones. The firm of Smoot & 
Eyer, Julian C. Ryer, Herbert Green, and 
George E. Dierssen all have offices in the 
suite, and they rent one wire, with one tele- 
phone attached, from the Chicago Telephone 
company, for which they pay $125 a year. 


Exaction of the Phone Company. 


.. The attorneys entered into negotiations 
with the telephone company to have “ ex- 
tension’ telephones put in, and were told 
that the best contract they could obtain 
would be as follows:

In addition to this a charge ‘was to be made 
of 5 cents for every outgoing call. As the 
office averages thirty calls a day, this would 
amount to more than $450 a year.

They then purchased 
from the Stromberg-Carlson Telephone Sup- 
ply company enough. paraphernalia to fit 
out the entire office and had it installed. 

This system was connected with the wire 
belonging to the Chicago company and set 
im Operation on Sept. 9 The operators of 
the company soon discovered the fact, and 
the Chicago company sent a man to discon- 
Hect the system. The company was then 
approached by the attorneys, who wished 
to make a contract, for which they were 
Willing to pay, whereby they could connect 
their own telephones with the company's 
wire, but no such agreement could be 
reached. The company told them that it 
would make no such arrangement under any 
circumstances.

English tocracy is spared the 
indignity of seeing a woman of the 
London half world elevated to the 
rank of an English. duchess, For 

Lord Buston’s father, the octogenarian duke 
of Grafton, is in feeble health, indeed, has 
been repeatedly reported as dying during 


the last twelve months, and had he prede- 


ceased the countess of Euston nothing could 


have prevented her from becoming duchess 
of Grafton. | 

Lord Euston, who is a fine specimen of man- 
hood, standing over six feet four In his stock- 


ings, contracted in his early youth, away 
back in 1871, a marriage while drunk, or in a 
moment of temporary aberration, with a 


woman of the most infamous character, 


known in the London demimonde as “ Kate 
Cook,” although her real name was Kate 


Walsh: Lord Euston quickly came to his 


senses, and, settling upon her $50,000, left her 


in England and went to Australia, where he 


rémained for several years. On his return 
she cofnmenced suit against him for alimony 
and restitution of conjugal rights, the $50,000 
which he had settled upon her prior to his 
departure having been embezzled by ths 
lawyer intrusted with the investment of the 
sum. Lord Euston declined to have anything 
to do with her, and set to work to get rid of 


his matrimonial bonds. . 
The investigation that had been carried on 


‘by his lawyers while he was in Australia had 


led to the discovery that Lady Euston had 
been previously married to a man of the name 


of George Manley Smith, who was still alive 
at the time of her marriage to Lord Euston, 
Smith was found living in New Zealand, and 
was brought over to England by the duke of 
Grafton and his family for the purpose of 

marriage with 


giving testimony as to. his 


Lady Euston when the case came on in the 


divorce court. His evidence was perfectly 
satisfactory and convincing as far as his 

to Lady Buston was concerned, 
But on his cross examination Lord Euston 
and his father were horrified to find that 
Smith in his turn had a wife living at the 
time when he went through the ceremony of 
marriage with Kate Walsh, and that there- 
fore the latter was not legally married until 
she wedded the ear] of Euston.

matter how much ground her husband might 
have. had for the latter, as the English law 
does not admit of a woman mentally unsound 
being held accountable for her actions in the 
divorce court, — 


Lord Euston is of royal ancestry, the first 


' duke of Grafton having been the natural! son 


of King Charles LI. by that Barbara Villiers 


who was created by the “ merrie monarch ” | 
duchess of Cleveland, and the present duke, 


by virtue of this descent, bears the royal 
arms of England “ bruised” by a baton sin- 


ister. The present duke is a soldier by pro- 
fession, served with considerable distinction 
in the Crimean war, where he received a shot 
in the chin, and joined the household of Queen 
Victoria as equerry when King Edward was 
a mere boy. He is old fashioned in his ideas 
and despotic in his-relations with his tenants, 


insisting that not only every one of them but 


also their families should attend some place 
of worship regularly on Sunday and Christ- 
mas day under penalty to quit.. In spite of 


this, both the duke and his son, Lord Euston, 


are popular and have numerous friends who 


will rejoice with them that they are now 
freed from a shadow that has clouded over 
the last three and thirty years of their lives. 


While in this country lawyers predominate 


‘| in the political world, and are represented 
more largely than any other profession in the 


legislative and administrative world of the 
United States, in England they are to such 


an extent the exception that Premier Bal- 
four’s selection of Alfred Lyttleton as secre- 


tary of state for the colonies has been de- 
nounced as a “ dangerous experiment,” just 


because he happens to be a member of the bar. 


It is pointed out that in England lawyers 
do not make good statesmen, or even suc- 
cessful politicians, while as administrators 
they have been failures. It must be con- 
fessed that the few instances which are on 
record of members of the bar being raised 


‘te high administrative office have tended to 
‘confirm the belief. Thus, Lord Llandaff lost 
as secretary of state for the home depart- 


ment all the fame which as Henry Matthews 
he had acquired as queen’s counsel at the 
bar. Sir John Gorst, although a most brill- 
iant man and a singulariy able lawyer, ren- 
dered himself so utterly impossible at the 
head of the education department that he 
was cold-shouldered out of the administra- 
tion. Mr. Asquith, another eminent lawyer, 
the husband of “‘ Dodo,” did, on the whole, 
tairly well as secretary of state of the home 
cepartnient, but has not shone asa legislator, 
and, though respected in the house of.com- 
mons, has no magnetism and no following, 


while, as for Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
he had long given up the practice of law be- 


tore he went into politics and took office.

© title of the book is ‘“*‘ FROM SARANAC 
. TO THE MARQUESAS,” and it is to be pub- 
shed by Messrs. Charles Scribner's Sons, 
Stevenson's American publishers. There is 
nothing tn these pages to make one think 
that Mrs. Stevenson wrote with an eye to 
the public. They are the sort of letters that 
& woman might write to her sister at home, 
&@ woman with a gift for writing, an observ- 
ing eye, and a sense of humor. 

The letters are introduced by Dr. George 
W. Balfour, who tells us that after her hus- 
band’s death, in 1887, not only Mrs. Steven- 
son's happiness but her existence seemed 
‘to merge in that of her distinguished son. 
She rose from her bed in renewed youth and 
when off with him to the Adirondacks, not 
suffering more than himself from the severe 
possibly deriving an actual benefit 

mit. 


Shortly after her son’s death Mrs. Steven- 
fon returned to Edinburg, where siie lived 
until 1897, when she was seized with pneu- 
monia. The day before her death, the nurse 
asking if she were prepared for whatever 
might happen, she replied in the affirmative, 
and between 7 and 8 o’clock in the evening, 
thinking she saw her son at the foot of the 
bed, she exclaimed: ‘‘ There is Louis! I 
must go,” and fell back at once unconscious, 
though she did not actually breathe her 
last till the next day. 

The aunt to whom these letters are ad- 
dressed was the one of whom Stevenson 
“ Chief of our aunts! Not only I,

Mrs. Stevenson begins by describing their 
voyage across the water to New York. It 
was not an eventful voyage, nor are there 
any eventful things recorded in the book.

They stopped in New 
York long enough to see the performance 
of *“* Jekyll and Hyde,” a dramatization from 
Stevenson's book by Mr. Sullivan of Boston, 
who, she writes, “ Gave up his box to Fanny 
(Mrs. Stevenson], saying that the outhor’s 
box certainly belonged to her. He is a nice 
young fellow and modest about himself. 
He will not. go on the stage, even when 
loudly called for, as at Boston. He says he 
would go with Louis, but not alone!” Mrs.)

Miss Harriet Monroe's “THE PASSING 
SHOW ” deserved to have been noticed last 
week with the books of Mr. James and Miss 
Wharton. Miss Monroe could no more com- 
mit a gaucherie, no more descend to the 
Obvious, the maudlin, or the hackneyed than- 
either of the two literary artists mentioned. 
She enjoys characters as complicated, as en- 
riched by training, wealth, and travel as those 
created by Mr. James and Miss Wharton. 
Her people also have the sophisticated view. 
They have passed down the alphabet of emo- 
tions well on toward the X Y Z. The form 
that Miss Monroe has chosen for her delinea- 
tions is not’so popular as that of prose fiction, 
but Miss Monroe accepts herself as she finds 
herself, and the rest of the world will be glad 
to do the same. She is essentially a poet, and 
her thoughts come to her in poetical forms. 
She finds in them a license which would be 
denied to her in prose. _ That desire for fer- 
vid utterance, for the full statement of things, 
may be indulged in when the writer selects 
the form of the play. Sometimes she chooses 
the rhymed couplet, as is the custom of the 
French. At other times she. gives herself 
more latitude. She has five sketches, en- 
titled respectively ‘“‘The Thunder Storm,” 
“ At the Goal,” “ After All,”’ “A Modern 
Minuet,” and “ It Passes By.” 
There is not space to reh in this article, 
the plots of these plays. It is sufficient to 
say that the first is a story of love gone awry, 
in which all those whé suffer from love, or 
lack of love, or frustrated love seek after 
truth. They have a revel, when, masqued, 
they play at being gods, and end disastrously, 
as mortals might expect to do in such a case. 
They speak out with révealing plainness, and 
their souls are stripped before each other. 
One of the best passages in the play is the 
following, in which a woman who has won the 
love of & man from his wife, instructs that 
‘wife how to win him back: 
Some things are locked away from human re 
Some things too distant are even for desire. 
Look at me! I am one who stands aloof. 
If I have strength, ah, take it! Courage, use it! 
Gtve him his own! If I was born to lov:, 
With a heart big for life and death and sorrow, 
Learn of me, be I shall never be! 
You who have lived, fed upon joy and pain, 
Know you the agony of us who starve, 
Unrecognized by the strange eyes of God? 
Here, like the ruined wreckage on the shore, 
I watch the mighty ocean bearing out. 
Its fleets into the storm. I see the ship 
Steered to the rocks—the ship my soul would sail, 
And all the futile valor rots away into the waste 


of life. | 


This note, strong, passionate, and sincere, 
the Goal” has 
about it an almost terrible sincerity. In this 
a dying man who has attained his worldly 
ambitions stands at the door of death, and 
pausing to look back once more at life en- 
counters in the face of the nurse his old time 
love, left in the onward march of his am- 
bition. To her he makes full confession. 
This is a powerful sketch and affects the 
imagination greatly. 

“After All” is the story of the meet- 
ing of the spirits of a man and woman after 
death, and their new appraisement of good 
and evil as seen by them with the beholding 
eyes of the departed. “It Passes By”’ is 
set in Chicago, and has to do with several 
sets of characters. It is thé funeral pro- 
cession of a great man which’ passes by.”’ 
and this is watched by two lovers, long sep- 
arated because of the man’s sin; and by 
others, among them a wife, who watches at 
the bedside of her husband. The winds of 
fate blow strong in this story, and the read- 
er is absorbed with these contending tales. 
The moral is a strange and yet a true one— 
that sin may, at times, teach more of great- 
ness to a receptive soul than self-sufficient 
purity. Houghton, Mifflin & Co. are the pub- 
lishers of Miss Monroe's book—a book dis- 
tinguished by its delicate workmanship, its 
essential poetry of thought, and the neo- 
dramatic style, which makes the stage the 
human soul, on which ideas and passions, 
predispositions, and aspirations play their 


parts. 


Andrew Lang not a taste for the essen- 
tials. He likes.to divert himself and others 
with our curiosities in the world of thought. 
He is, in brief, a collector of intellectual 
curios, and in the collecting of these no man 
is more skilled. 

From Longmans, Green & Co. comes “** THE 
VALET’S TRAGEDY.” This contains a 
number of articles, most of which have found 
previous publication in the magazines, deal- 
ing with mysteries; hoaxes, and popular 
fllusions. The first article has to do with the 
unsolved puzzle of the man in the iron 
mask, the false Jeanne d’Arc, the murder 
of Amy Robsart, several ghosts, “ voices," 
and such matters are reviewed, Mr, Lang , 
bringing to these subjects the spirit of in- 
vyestigation—and of pugilism. Base and in- 
accurate theories lay strewn along his bloody 
path, while he marches on triumphantly to 
his goal. That the goal is sometimes invisi- 
ble to the naked eye makes no particular 
difference. We are all much concerned to 
talk about these matters—particularly about 
Lord Bateman—he of the ballad, you under- 
stand, who had that little affair with the 
Turk’s daughter, which Mr. Cruikshank has 
fixed so firmly in our memories. It has been 
said that Mr. Lang was a humorist, but it 
must be that by this time the idea has fallen 
into desuetude. For nowhere in this book 
does he so much as give a laughing glint of 
the eye at his subj¢ct, but treats the ** Mys- 
tery of Lord Batempn ’' in as heavy a spirit 
of investigation as he does the great romantic 
subject of * The Man in the Iron Mask,” a 
subject from which he has taken romance,

He knows his subject thoroughly, there- 
fore, and does not hesitate to put in the 
mouths of his characters opinions and argu- 
ments of really vital intereet in academic 
circlés. And those outside this limited so- 
ciety cannot fail to become interested in the 
struggle of obscure and poor professors 
against the bigotry of regents and patrons 
or'in the rivalry between members of the 
| faculiy itself. And, above all, the reader 
will be Crawn to.the book by its adroit, em- 
phatic, masculine portrayal of character. 
Mr. Hopkins has taken well known incidents 
for the main themes of his story. | 

The principal one is that scandal of a 

western university which happened several 
years ago; the dismissal of a professor 
because he talked politics in class, and be- 
cause a woman bought his dismissal at the 
| price of large donations to the university. 
On account of the disgrace of their fellow 
many other professors handed in their resig- 
nations.

. Eliza Orne White has made the most of 
slight material for romance in ‘“ LESLEY 
CHILTON ” (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.). It 
is unusual in that the hero is past his youth. 
but this does not in the least impair the at- 
traction of the heart interest. 

Just graduated from college, and saturated 
with advanced ideas upon the political rights 
of her sex, Lesley sends an article on the 
higher education of women to an editor, who 
asks her to modify it that it may sérve asa 
reply to a male contributor of opposite views, 
She makes the change, mows down her ad- 
versary, and the incident leads to acquain- 
tance, in which the man is innocent of Les- 
ley’s part in the contraversy. Subsequently 
they meet in public debate on the question, 
to their more intimate knowledge of one 
another, and, strangely enough, they marry, 
forming a union in the nature of an armed 
neutrality. Because the hero is a widower, 
blessed with four olive branches, no one need 
look upon him as inadequate to the occasion. 

Whether or not the book is written with a 
view to advance the cause of woman suffrage 
it is dificult to tell, but In the exposition of 
the subject by means of a series of spirited 
arguments, some good may result, pro or 
con. In the matter of character drawing the 
author has succeeded admirably in making 
her people sufficiently alive, and the interest, 
if mild, is well sustained throughout. . 


Perhaps no one will be deceived by the care- 
fully. written preface in Beulah Marie Dix’s 
“ BLOUNT OF BRECKENHOW” (The 
Macmillan company). But it is somehow a 
confession of weakness to use the timeworn 
device of telling her story in a packet of let- 
ters, supposed to havé been found among the 
mythical ‘‘ Rowlestone papers.” Of course, 
this scheme tends to preserve verisimilitude; 
but she has deliberately tried to delude her 
readers into a belief that the origifial of these 
letters may be found in a certain town in 
England. It is searcely legitimate thus to 
depend upon untruth.as a prop to produce the 
illusion of fact. | 

ItAs the story of beautiful Arundel Carewe 
and her brothers, cousins, and other kinfolks 
in the wars of Cavaliers and Roundheads in 
the days of his majesty King Charles I.. into 
which is interwoven the tragedy of James 
Blount. Much of the narrative is found in 
the letters of Arundel to a lady, who com- 
bines the functions of aunt and stepmother- 
in-law, with other members of the family 
serving as stopgaps and purveyors of side- 
lights. Several of the characters have a 
readily perceptible personality, distinctly 
outlined against the dark background of war, 


| garrison life, intrigue, and all the other de- 


tails of color. But these are the minor fig- 
ures of the story, two of them being callow 
young things who play opposite parts in a 
love affair. 

In the process of making the letters natural 
they have been made too long, often weary- 
ing the reader. There is constant wonder as 
to when the exciting part will be reached. 
It possesses ample human interest, is true to 
the spirit of its time, and is well written 
throughout.

-“OOUNT FALCON OF THE EYRIE,” 
by Clinton Scollard, is a story of medieval 
times, “wherein are set forth the ad- 
ventures of Guido. Orrabelli Dei Falchi 
during a certain autumn of his career.’’ 
(James Pott & Co.) The exigencies of 
the times called for deeds of arms and 
perilous undertakings, and Mr. Scollard 
has furnished them without stint. Danger- 
ous enterprises which lead to hairbreadthr 
escapes greet one on almost every page, and 
intrigue and murder in high places are dealt 
out with lavish hand. Elisabetta is a charm- 
ing heroine and the romance is a decided re- 


t lief from the bloody scenes described so often 


throughout the narrative. “‘ Count Falcon of 
the Eyrie "’ is a well written and intensely in- 


teresting tale. 


A pleasant story of agreeable people is 
that of Rosa Nouchette Carey’s “‘A PERIL- 
OUS PASSAGE.” (J. B. Lippincott com- 
pany.) The book is not what would 
be called in the least sensational, in 
spite of the fact that it starts out with a 
bride who marries just to oblige the man, 
an English army officer, and then leaves 
him immediately after the cerer ny. His 
ahsence in south Africa during the Boer war 
serves to make her heart grow fonder,’ and 
separatign does what propinquity could not. 
Though Christian’s love affairs are preémi- 
nent in the narrative, yet Miss Carey has been 
generous, and in “‘ A Perilous Passage ’’ are 
three romances of almost equal importance. 
The character of Carus Linacre, Capt. Jack’s 
brother, leaves nothing to be desired: He 
stands out shining. The conversational end 
lacks brilllancy, but on the whole “ A Peril- 
ous Passage "’ is a most readable story. 


“THE DAMSEL AND THE SAGE,” by 
Elinor Glyn, is a book of short dialogues, in- 
terspersed with little sayings bearing no re- 
lation to each other except in their origingli- 
ty. ‘‘ A man would ofter be the lover of his 
wife—if he were married to some one else.” 
“ Time and place—temperature and tempera- 
ment—and after.the sunset the night—and 
then tomorrow.”

Have ready a marble slab or a large digh 
rubbed over with olive oil, pour the sugar 
on it, and cut it into strips with a pair of 
scissors; these strips should then be twisted 
and the barley sugar stored away in a dry 
place. It may be formed into lozenges or 
drops by dropping the sugar in.a small quan- 
tity at a time on to the oiled slab or platter, 

 CRBAM CANDIES—Three and one-half 
pounds of sugar to one and one-half 
pints-of water; dissolve in the water be- 
foré putting with the sugar one quar- 
ter of an ounce of fine gum arabic, 
and when added to the sugar put in one 
teaspoon of cream of tartar. The candy 
should not be boiled quite to the brittle stage. - 
The proper degree can be ascertained if when 


a small skimmer is put in and taken out, }

MOLASSES CANDY—One cup molasses, 
one cup sugar, one tablespoonful of butter, 
one tablespoon of vinegar. Boil all to- 
gether, but do not stir until it hardens when 
dropped in cold water. When done, stir in 
a teaspoonful of soda and beat well. Pour 
into greased pans, and when cool pull until 
white. Cut into sticks. Flavor, if desired, 
just before pouring out to cool. | 

CREAM CANDY-—Put one pound of sugar, 
half a cup of water, and‘one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar. Stir until dis- 
solved, then boil without stirring until it ts 
brittle when dropped in cold water. Add one 
teaspoonful of butter and one teaspoonful 
of flavoring to taste; pour on a buttered 
platter to cool; as soon as cold enough, pull 
until Hight colored. Twist in fancy shapes 
or cut in bars.

The Puritans were said to have dined the 
first Thanksgiving day on clams, oysters, 
turkey. succotash, and game, and when the 
real New England idea of a dinner is ad- 
hered to these dishes are made the prominent 
ones on the bills of fare. A menu, into which 
they can be introduced with the addition of 
the pumpkin and other varieties of pies 
(w were baked on the second Thanksgiv- 
in y the New England mothers) and with 
cider, apples, and nuts for the dessert, seems 
a much more appropriate one than the elab- 
orate and fanciful dishes which usually find 
a place on the modern Thanksgiving table. 

The clams may be served in the form of a 
chowder to take the place of the soup (in 
which case the menu will be hearty enough 
if the oysters are served raw); the turkey 
roasted and served with cranberries, maghed 
potato, and succotash, and the game cotr 
made the chief luxury of the day.

MOLASSES CANDY, PLAFN—Three cups 
yellow coffee sugar, one cup molasses, one 
cup water, half teaspoon cream tartar, but- 
ter size of a walnut; boil until brittle, then 
turn. quickly out on buttered plates; when 
cool pull until white and cut in squares. 

ICE CREAM CANDY-—Three cups sugar, 
crushed or cut loaf, a little less than half 
cup vinegar, one and one-half cups cold 
water, piece of butter size of walnut, flavor 
with vanilla extract; boil until it hardens, 
then pull until white.

MOLASSES NUTS.—Two cups molasses, 
one cup brown sugar, a teaspoonful of but- 
ter, and a tablespoonful of .vinegar. Boil 
from twenty minutes to halfian hour.

Cut in 
strips before it is quite cold. 

COCOANUT CONES.—One cocoanut 
grated, half its weight in powdered sugar, 
whites of two eggs, one teaspoonful of corn- 
starch. Mix cornstarch and sugar, add co- | 
coanut, and then the whites of eggs beaten 
toa stiff froth. Make in little cones and bake 
on buttered paper in a slow oven. 

CHOCOLATE BULLETS.—One pound of 
granulated sugar, half a pound of chocolate, 
one teaspoon of acetic acid, one tablespoon- 
ful of water, one teaspoonful of vanilla. 
Melt the sugar slowly, wetting a little with 
the water. Add the acid and vanilla, and 
boll till sugary, trying often by stirring a 
little in a saucer. When sugary take from 
the fire and stir until almost hard; then roll 
in little balls, and put on a buttered plate 
Melt the chocolate in two tablespoonfuls of | 
water with a cup of sugar, and boil five min- 
utes. When just warm dip in the bullets till 
well coated and lay on plates to ary. Fine, 


LEMON CANDY-—Put into a kettle three 
and one-half pounds of sugar, one and one- 
half pints of water, and one teaspoon of 
cream of tartar. Let it boil until it becomes 
brittle when dipped in cold water; when 
sufficiently done take off the fire and pour 
in a shallow dish, which has been greased 
with a little butter. When this has cooled 
so that it can be handled, add a teaspoon} 
of tartaric acid and the same quantity of 
extract of lemon, and work them into the 
mess. The acid must be fine and free from 
lumps. Work this in until evenly distributed 
and no more, as it will tend to destroy the 
transparency of the candy. This method. 
may be used in preparing all other candies, 

as pineapple, etc., using different flavors.
